Kinston City Council To Seek Funds 


For Public Housing 


The Kinston City Council 
met on Tuesday night, March 
7, at City Hall, with all mem- 
bers present except Council- 
woman Sara Bowden, Present 
at the meeting were Mayor 
Steve Hunko, City Clerk Peggy 
Cain and Councilmen Dewey 
Adams, Houston Martin, Har- 
old Rhodes and Mickey Weeks. 

The meeting was called to 
order at 7 p.m. by Mayor 
Steve Hunko, and was led in 
prayer by Councilman Dewey 
Adams, The minutes of the 
previous meeting were read 
and approved, 

Mr, Steve Bryce, a rep- 
resentative of the Southeast 
Alabama Regional Planning 
Commission, met with the 
council and told: it that his 
office is preparing to file a 
request for Public Housing in 
Kinston based on its popula- 
tion, Bryce informed the 
council of the money his com- 
mittee would seek, and told 
the gathering the population 
the request was made on. 

The council passed a re- 
solution approving the 
S.E,A.R.P.C.’s_ plan to seek 
funds for public housing, but 
told Bryce to delay completing 


bw 
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the paperwork until a more 
accurate estimate could be 
made of the city’s population. 
(The council felt the city’s 
population had risen since the 
past census had been taken, 
and agreed to conduct a sur- 
vey to determine the correct 
population). 


The council agreed to buy 
ammunition for Patrolman 
Jimmy Hildreth to use while 
undergoing training at the 
Police Academy in Bay Min- 
ette. Hildreth will be attend- 
ing the academy for a period 
of 6 weeks, but will return on 
weekends and be on duty. 


The council also acted on 
a series of requests by 
Water Superintendent Howard 
Smith. The council agreed:- 
(1) Smith could add service 
calls on bills; (2) to pay for 
Smith to attend workshops; - 
(3) to pay 15¢ per mile for ex- 
penses when Smith uses his 
personal vehicle; (4) for Smith 
to have a one-week paid vaca- 
tion annually; (5) to pay Smith 
$4 an hour for extra work 
done, and (6) to raise his 
monthly salary from $200 to 
$275. 

The meeting was adjourned 
until the next scheduled meet- 
ing date of March 21.

Three previous court de- 
cisions were cited that indicated 
“county authorities can 
exercise only such powers as 
are delagated to them by the 
legislature’’, It then noted that 
the Constitution provides that 
moving a county courthouse can 
only be done be the voters 
in an election held for such 
purpose and can be done only 
every four years, This Appar- 
ently cuts out the legislature 
or at least limits their involy- 
ment, 


This is further strength- 


ened by the statement, ‘What the 
legislature is prohibited from 
doing directly it cannot do in- 
directly by authorizing the re- 
moval of the county seat or 
authorizing the act to be done 
by a special or local law.’’, 
This is also the results of 
previous court decisions, 
Green points out that to 

remove the courthouse to an- 
other city, a petition in writing 
Signed by a majority of the 
qualified electors, mustbe sub- 
mitted to the governor, This 
would also apply to moving a 
branch courthouse or abolishing 
Seperate division within a 
county, Each ballot “ would 
have to be specific and sing- 
ular in subject matter ,.,.sothe 
choice by the clector would be 
certain,’”’ This apparently

Green pointed out that the 
county commissioners had the 
right and obligation under the 
law to maintain the present 
e“ourthouse in usable conditional 
He noted that testomony in the 
case admitted that the ‘court - 
house in Elba is a hazard and 
peril to the safety of those in 
attendance of court,‘' He noted 
that Alabama law allow the 
commisssion to levy and collect 
Special taxes for construction, 
erection or maintence of nec-

About 36 Late-Model Sp- 
ortsman stock cars rolled into 
South Alabama Motor Speed- 
way this past Saturday for the 
Sth annual Rattler 100, This 
was one of the best fields ever 
to take the track in this area 
because of such drivers as 
Jody Ridley, Ronnie Sanders, 
Dave Mader, Luther Carter, 
Red Farmer, Jerry Lawley, 
Jr. Neidecken, Jerry Goodwin, 
Casper Miles and even 3-time 
Nascar L—M-S champion, L.D, 
Ottinger, 

The first race of the even- 
ing was to determine the last 
3 starting positions for the 
100-lap race, Larry Lancas- 
ter, who had had mechanical 
problems and was unable to 
get a qualifying time, easily 
won this event by leading the 
last 12 laps of the 15-lap 
event, Tom Galbreth finished 
second followed by Jack Mc- 
Gowan, 

The next race was one of 
the most exciting races I have 
ever seen, as the four fastest 
qualifiers took the track for an 
8-lap “Helmet Dash.” 

Jody Ridley was on the pole 
position because of his qualify- 
ing time of 16.71. L. D, Ottin- 
ger was on the outside of the 
front row with a time of 16.74, 
followed by Dave Mader III 
(16.81), and Luther Carter 
(16.92). As the gren flag came 
out, Ottinger jumped past Rid- 
ley to take the early lead. 
Ottinger spun slightly in the 
second turn which allowed Rid- 
ley to retake the lead. Jody 
Ridley was able to stay out in 
front for all 8 laps and the 
checkered flag, but by a very 
Narrow margin, Dave Mader 
placed second followed by 
Carter and Ottinger. 

The last race before the 
100-lap event was a heat race 
featuring positions 21-27 in the 
lineup. Darton Carlet went 
from the pole position straight 
into the lead which he held 
for all 15 laps, Randy Bryant 
finished second followed by 
Hirby Smith, Boyd Franklin and 
Ricky Bryant, 

With all the preliminaries

Dave Mader continued to 
lead the race for the last 17 
laps and the victory. Traffic 
at the finish line enabled Red 
Farmer to make a run at 
Mader but Red fell about 3/4 
of a car short, Jerry Good- 
win, a big name at Birming- 
ham International Raceway,

OPPORTUNITIES 

In my opinion Coffee Coun- 
ty farmers have the best op- 
portunity they have had in the 
history of the county - which 
goes back to December 29, 
1841, I am talking about Cof- 
fee County farmers -- not those 
in the Wiregrass or state or 
nation - just Coffee County 
farmers, Why do I say this? 
There are many reasons, 

(1) We are the third larg- 
est peanut-producing county in 
Alabama with a little over 
27,000 acres, Peanuts may 
hot be as profitable in the fu- 
ture as they have been in the 
past, but who knows? 

(2) Many Coffee County 
farmers have an opportunity to 
become a part of the rapidly 
expanding broiler business in 
Coffee County, Both ConAgra 
and Harrell Milling Company 
are expanding their operations, 
If you are interested in pro- 
ducing broilers, you would do 
well to check with them 
quickly if you have not already 
done so to get the facts, 

(3) The soybean industry is 
about a $2-1/2 - $3 million 
crop in Coffee County at the 
present time,’ In fact, soy- 
bean production is grossing as 
Much now as peanuts did in the 
county 15 years ago. In the 
years ahead there may be ex- 
cellent opportunities to expand 
Soybeans, Corn production of- 
fers opportunities, We have 
excellent markets, The prob- 
lem is in making good yields, 
Some years corn is very prof- 
itable, other years it is a loss, 

(4) Evidently, there is a 


world-wide demand for good, 
clean feeder pigs, What an 
opportunity we have in this! 

(5) Experts tell me that 
liogs have been profitable 8 out 
of 10 years, We need to expand 
hog production in this county 
in © pusinesslike way, Indi- 
vidual farm feed-out units need 
to be big enough to make it a 
profitable part of the business, 
We ought to be able to grow 
hogs just as efficiently in Cof- 
fee County and just as profit- 
ably as they do in the midwest, 

(6) Beef cattle can be pro- 
duced on land which is unsuit- 
able for row crops production, 
And we have a lot of this land 
in Coffee County, Beginning in 
1978 beef cattle production 
could be very profitable for a 
number of years, 

(7) We could double the 
forestry income in this county 
through proper management, 

(8) We hs ve opportunities for 
expanding for new dairymen, 

(9) We have opportunities for 
expanding commercial yege- 
table production, Labor is 
scarce, but a lot of growers 
in Coffee County could produce 
for either pick-your-own situa- 
tions or roadside stands, 

(10) Financing is available 
now to enable farmers to 
carry out production practices 
they did not dream of being 
able to get 30 years ago.

STRANDED — ALMOST — 
AGAIN 

On my last trip to Washing- 
ton, D.C., the country was hit 
with the most severe blizzard 
on record, I had gone’ to 
Washington to a convention of 
broadcasters and while there, 
I obtained several interviews, 
I was anxious to return home 
to begin transcription of my 
notes and arrived at Washing- 
ton’s National Airport with time 
to spare, 

The weather was bad, but 
due to a couple of sunny days, 
the roads had cleared and no 
problems seemed to be pre- 
sent, The wind was strong the 
night before and about an hour 
before the departure of our 
plane, it was gusting to nearly

Public Urged 


To Cut 


10% Of Electricity Use 


The Elba Water and Elec- 
tric Board met Tuesday night 
and spent most of the meeting 
working out plans to conserve 
electricity. 

Jerry Andrews of the Ala- 
bama Electric Coop was pre-, 
sent at the meeting to inform 
the members of the pending 
problems if the coal strike con- 
tinues, 

Andrews gave the board 
members a brief explanation of 
just how the use of electricity 
ties in with the use of mined 
coal and thus to the current 
coal strike that has gripped 
the nation for over three 
months, 

Eighty percent of the elec- 
tricity produced in Alabama is 
produced by coal, and for Ala- 
bama Electric (which supplies 
Elba) the figure is even higher, 
Sixty percent of the electricity 
used by Alabama Electric and 
Elba is purchased wholesale 
from Alabama Power Company 
and therefore if they are having 
problems, everyone is having 


problems, according to 
Andrews. 
“This is not a time for 


false security,’’ Andrews said, 
‘just because they have an- 
nounced a possible settlement 
of the coal strike doesn’t mean 
it is over.” 

Andrews contined with “We 
don’t want topress the panic but- 
ton but do believe people need 
to conserve at least 10 per- 
cent of their normal use to 
help us all through this prob- 
lem.”’ A cutback of things on 
our own is much better than 
cutoffs because there is no coal, 
is the way Andrews described 
the situation, (10% cut would 
save Alabama Electric 161 tons 
of coal a month!) 

Three things must be stres- 
sed according to Andrews: - 
1, AEC is constantly monitor- 
ing the situation, 2, There is 


no coal being produced and we 
don’t know when there will be, 
3, The best way to handle the 
situation is through. volunteer 
conservation, 

A number of ways Andrews 
suggested cutting back were: 
unplug water coolers, reduce 
lighting (remove every other 
bulb), lower thermostats, turn 
off excess security and street 
lights, turn off display light- 
ing, and turn down water heat- 
ers in homes and turn them off 
in commercial establishments 
when possible. 

Present at the meeting were 
Ben Brock of Kleinerts and 
Dave Logan of Dorsey. Both 
explained their plans for com- 
plying with the cutback in every 
way possible. 

Brock said his firm had 
reduced lighting in the em- 
ployees and visitor’s lobbies, 
cut half. the lights in the break 


room, cut some lights in the - 


warehouse, cutting area and in 
other areas of the plant, and 
all machines are turned off 
when not in use, He said all 
employees were being urged 
to conserve energy at home 
also. 

Logan reported similar 
steps plus cutting security 
lights when possible and re- 
pairing some security lights 
presently burning 24 hours a; 
day due to faulty ‘“‘eyes, ” 
Logan said that steps had been 
taken to turn off lights not 
being used that are normally 
left burning all day, 

Utility board members and 
city officials resolved imme- 
diately to set an example for 
local residents by cutting use 
of lights whenever possible, 
Street lights will be cut in 
many places, some lights are 
being cut in all city buildings 
and the public will be re- 
minded of the need to cut at 
least 10% immediately.

Foshee Conviction Is Overturned By Appeals Court 


Last Friday the Sth U, S, 
Circuit Court of Appeals or- 
dered a new trial for former 
Senator E, C. “Crum” Foshee, 
He and his brother were con- 
victed in 1976 of ‘‘check kit- 
ing,’’ and sentenced to 18 mon- 
ths in prison, This conviction 
automatically expelled him 
from the Alabama Senate, 

Dr, Wallace Miller, an 
Enterprise veterinarian, was 
elected in a special election to 
fill the unexpired term, which 
ends in January 1979, 

Foshee has announced that 
he will seek to regain his 
Senate seat, News reports 
indicate Governor George 


Wallace is requesting an opinion 


Foshee 


from the Alabama Supreme 
Court on Foshee’s efforts to 
regain his District 25 seat in 
the state Senate, 

The Section of the Code of 
Alabama reproduced on this 
page indicates that a public 
official immediately vacates his 
office upon being sentenced to 
imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary. It also indicates he 
“shall be restored to office’ 
if the conviction is overturned, 

The “shall” in the law has 
raised an interesting question 
among various legal minds, It 
indicates that Foshee may 
automatically be reinstated 
even if he doesn’t want the job 
(he hasn’t been doing badly 
since leaving office), Then if 


he resigns the very first day 
the Senate meets, who will be 
the senator for the district? 
Would Senator Miller remain 
in the seat or would Governor 
Wallace call another election 
for the balance of the term; or 
would the district be without 
a senator until next year? All 
this is speculation, because 
Foshee has been quoted as 
Saying he wants to return as 
State Senator from this, the 
25th District, 

There may be other sec- 
tions of the Alabama Code that 
indicate Miller retains the 
seat until all legal proceed- 
ings against Foshee haye end- 
ed, but thus far none has been 
brought to the attention of 
this newspaper, 


Local Businesses Are 


Cutting Energy Use 


A check by this newspaper 
Wednesday morning indicated 
that several local businesses 
have begun to devise ways to 
cut use of electricity. 

Steve Adkinson of the Elba 
Big Bear reported that at least 
25% of the lighting in the local 
store will be turned off during 
this period, He said many 
lights near the front of the 
store will be turned off as will 
others scattered throughout the 
store. Some display lighting 
can be turned offalso, Adkinson 
said, He did say, however, 


that frozen food cases must be 
kept at the proper temperature 
at all times to protect’ the 
consumer, 

Billy Jernigan, manager of 
the Elba Piggly Wiggly reports 
that his company is in a chain- 
wide program to conserve, He 
said lights in store rooms will 
be cut to a minimum, half of 
the overhead lights will be cut 
if at all possible, and other 
ways are being sought to save 
energy.

Haley died in an Opp hos- 
pital after being rushed there 
by a unit of the Opp Rescue 
Squad, He was in another 
truck, owned by Kenneth Cox 
of Elba, who was injured in 
the accident. Cox was also 
taken to the Opp hospital by 
the Opp Rescue Squad, 


Opp police officers at the 
scene reported that Haley stop- 
ped breathing at the scene, but 
fast work by members of the 
rescue squad revived him, but 
multiple internal injuries ap- 
parently were too much for 
Haley, who had a history of 
heart trouble, 


Law officers indicated that 
McCart was traveling east 
‘oward Elba and the other ve- 
ticle was traveling west to- 
ward Opp. The treek occu- 
gied by Cox and Haley left 
the road with the right wheels 
210 feet before the point of 
impact, according to the offi- 
cers at the scene. They said
